78. After the decision of a case the Secretary shall 
calculate the amount Bpent out of the deposit made by 
each party and return the balance to him. 

79. Wher e not inconsistent with these ruleB, the general 
principles or any practice of the Madras High Court may 
be adopted and applied at the discretion of the Tribunal, 
to proceedings before it
